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The 1984 Session 


The 1984 session of the General Assembly convened today at 12 noon. 
The resolution establishing the ground rules for the session provides that 
only certain bills may be considered: (1) bills directly affecting the state 
budget for fiscal 1984-85; (2) bills introduced in 1983, favorably acted upon 
in the house of introduction, and received and not acted on unfavorably in the 
other house: (3) bills implementing the recommendations of study commissions 
reporting to the 1984 session; (4) local bills approved by all members of the 
local delegation and certified to be noncontroversial; (5) selection or confir- 
mation of members of state boards and commissions; (6) any bill approved for 
introduction by two-thirds vote; and (7) bills affecting state or local pension 
or retirement systems. 

Since the 1984 session is a continuation of the 1983 session, the number- 
ing of bills and session laws continues sequentially from the last day of the 
1983 session. When we summarize actions on a bill that was introduced in the 
1983 session, we may refer to the 1983 Bulletins. When we do, we will specifi- 
cally identify those Bulletins. Otherwise, all cross-references to pages in 
the Bulletin will refer to Bulletins published in the 1984 session. 







Governor's Address 


"This is no ordinary short budget session of the General Assembly," 
Governor James B. Hunt, Jr. told a joint session of the General Assembly assemble 
in the House chamber this afternoon. "The people of North Carolina are ready - 
for action for excellence in education." 

Declaring that "the children of North Carolina deserve a dramatic improve- 
ment in their schools," Governor Hunt outlined six main proposals for creating 
improvement: (1) building a partnership of civic groups, citizens and churches 
to aid the schools; (2) reforming and strengthening the curriculum; (3) develo 
ing higher regard for teachers and paying them "as the professionals they are''$ 
(4) reducing class size in grades 4-6 to 26 and relieving teachers of non- 
teaching duties by providing additional clerical assistance; (5) paying principal§) 
and superintendents on a parity with the pay business pays its leaders; and (6) 
seeing that every child, regardless of handicap or location, has a chance for a 
good education. 

The Governor called on the legislature to give teachers a 10% across-the- 
board raise in pay and a one-step upward reclassification which will raise 
salaries an additional 5%. He said that he will urge the 1985 General Assembly 
to institute a system of merit pay for teachers. He called for the establish- 
ment of a state Office of School Discipline and for the teaching of values, such 
as patriotism, good citizenship, honesty, courage and respect for others in the 
schools.

S 706 Interstate banking permitted Crt hh Ra es 
Introducer: J. Edwards Sent to Special Ways & Means 


"To permit interstate banking in North Carolina on a reetprocal basis." 
Generally permits interstate banking on a reciprocal basis in a region including 
13 southern states and the District of Columbia by allowing regional bank 
holding companies to engage in acquisitions and mergers involving banks or bank 
holding companies across state lines, and subjects out-of-state holding companies’ 
activities to regulation by NC. Defines "acquire"™ and "acquisition" to include 
any transaction requiring state or federal approval, including mergers and acqui- 
sitions creating a controlling relationship such as acquiring more than five per 
cent of voting shares. Applies only to banks covered by federal Bank Holding 
Company Act (banks that accept demand deposits and make commercial loans) and 
thus does not apply to savings and loan associations. Defines "bank holding 
company'' as in federal law, "regional bank holding company" as one that has all 
offices in the region and has principal place of business in the region but not 
in NC, and "North Carolina bank holding company" as bank holding company that has 
all offices in the region and has principal place of business in NC. 

Allows regional bank holding company to acquire an NC:bank holding 
company or bank subject to approval of NC Comm'r of Banks. Comm'r to approve 
acquisition only if (1) NC bank or subsidiaries of holding company have been 
operating for more than five years,and (2) Comm'r makes the acquisition subject 
to any restrictions that would apply in the state where the regional bank holding 
company has its principal place of business. Also, if regional bank holding 
company does not have an NC subsidiary, with certain exceptions, to approve 
acquisition Comm'r must determine that laws of the state of company's principal 
place of business would permit NC holding companies to acquire banks in that 
state and to acquire the regional bank holding company that seeks to make the 
acquisition. Comm'r must rule on proposed acquisition within 90 days of 
application; appeals authorized directly to NC Court of Appeals within 30 days 
of ruling. 

Forbids bank holding company that is not either NC bank holding company 
or regional bank holding company as defined in bill to acquire an NC bank or bank 
holding company. If NC bank holding company ceases to be NC bank holding company 
as defined in bill, or if regional bank holding company ceases to be regional 
bank holding company, company must divest itself within one year of control of 
all NC banks and bank holding companies. Empowers Comm'r of Banks to enforce 
provisions of bill including divestiture requirement.

H 1494 4Walkertown incorporated FORSYTH 
Introducer: Grimsley Sent to Finance 


"To tnecorporatton the Walkertown Sanitary District tnto a munictpality 
to be known as the Town of Walkertown, and to stmultaneously dissolve the Walker- 
town Santtary District, subject to a referendum." As title indicates. Sets out 
boundaries of Walkertown. Provides for mayor-council form of government, with 
the town council consisting of five members (including a mayor) elected to 
staggered four year terms. Provides that the initial members of the town council 
will be the three persons who presently serve as the Board of Comm'rs of the 
Sanitary District, and two additional persons appointed by such Comm'rs. Initial 
members serve until succeeded by members elected on the Tuesday follow the 
first Monday in November, 1985, have qualified for office as specified in Art. 
¥o and) 24. 0r Go Ch. 163. ‘Specifies 12:00 noon, August) 22, 1984, as date’ of 
incorporation and authorizes Town to adopt a budget ordinance and to levy property 
and privilege license taxes. Sets date of referendum as the Tuesday following 
the second Monday in August, 1984.

Bras Oe Elizabeth City election schedule PASQUOTANK 
Introducer: Daniels Passed 2nd & 3rd readings 


"To schedule the nonpartisan munictpal electton tn the etty of 
Elizabeth City for mayor and for members of the etty council not conducted in 
1983 due to delay caused by submisstons to the Untted States Department of 
Justice." Provides that the municipal election scheduled for 1983 for Elizabeth 
City, but not held because of proceedings under the federal Voting Rights Act, 
is to be held on Tuesday, Sept. 11, 1984, with a run-off, if necessary, on Oct. 
9. Election is for mayor and for members of council from four wards; candi- 
dates are to be those who filed in the 1983 filing period. Terms of officials 
elected in 1984 are to begin on the first Monday in November and expire on the 
same schedule as if elected in 1983. Authorizes State Board of Elections to 
adopt rules for conduct of election and for meeting any conditions imposed by 
US Justice Dep't under the Voting Rights Act. This Act is subject to approval 
by Justice Dep't under preclearance provisions of Voting Rights Act.

Introducer: Duncan Passed 2nd & 3rd readings 


"Regarding the transfer of the Stoneville School District to the 
Madison-Mayodan City School administrative unit; providing for the continued 
employment of career teachers presently employed by the Rockingham County Sehool 
admintstrative untt and assigned to the Stoneville School District; changing 
the name of the 'Madison-Mayodan City School Administrative Untt' to the 'Western 
Roekingham City School Administrative Unit;' changing the name of the 'Madtson- 
Mayodan City Board of Educatton' to the 'Western Rockingham City Board of 
Education;' providing for the election of members of the Western Rockingham Crty 
Board of Education; establishing the term of office of the members of the Western 
Rockingham Ctty Board of Education."

Effective July 1, 1984, requires 
Western Rockingham City Board of Education to employ and confer career status on 
any interested career teacher employed by Rockingham County Board of Education 
and assigned exclusively to Stoneville Attendance District for 1983-84 school 
year who has not been dismissed or demoted; makes such teachers subject to 
policies and benefits applicable to career teachers presently employed by 
Madison-Mayodan City Board of Education. Effective July 1, 1984, Western 
Rockingham City Board of Education is to be composed initially of five persons 
serving as members of Madison-Mayodan City Board of Education with two initial 
members appointed from Stoneville School Attendance District by existing 
members; provides that members of the Western Rockingham City Board of Educa- 
tion are to serve four-year terms, and establishes staggered terms and specifies 
geographic boundary areas that members are to represent. Describes geographic 
area that constitutes the Western Rockingham City administrative unit. Urges 
that Madison-Mayodan High School and Stoneville High School not be consolidated 
until an adequate and conveniently located replacement facility is built. 
Repeals Ch. 783, SL 1983 (enabling legislation for consolidation and merger 

of following school administrative units: Eden City, Madison-Mayodan, 
Reidsville City, and Rockingham County).

H 1477 House Bill 1477 was introduced on suspension of rules yesterday. 


H 1478 Madison Housing Authority funds APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: Beall Sent to Appropriations 


"To appropriate funds to the Madison County Housing Authority." 
Appropriates $35,000 from General Fund to cited Authority for fiscal 1984-85 
to install water lines to proposed Foxhound subdivision. 


HY. 1479 Cherokee County marketing funds APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: Enloe Sent to Appropriations 


"To appropriate funds to Cherokee County for economte development." 
Appropriates $25,000 from General Fund to cited county for fiscal 1984-85 for 
crafts and agricultural products marketing. 


1 ae Harmony Hall restoration funds APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: Lilley Sent to Appropriations 


"To appropriate funds to complete the restoratton, security and 
Se of Harmony Hall in the City of Ktnston."

H 1482 Sales tax on used vehicles GS 105 
Introducer: Lilley Sent to Finance 


"To change the method of determintng the sales prtce of a motor vehicle 
in a casual sale and eltminate the requirement that the sales prtce of a motor 
vehicle in a casual sale be based on the book value of the vehicle." Amends 
GS 105-164.4 (1) to provide that a purchaser of a motor vehicle from a retailer 
is to pay the retail sales tax to the retailer, who is liable for collecting and 
remitting the tax to the Sec'y of Revenue (deletes provisions in present law 
that require retailer to certify collection of tax to Comm'r of Motor Vehicles 
when: applying for a transfer of title). Provides that a purchaser of a motor 
vehicle from a seller who is not a retailer must pay tax to Comm'r of Motor 
Vehicles when applying for certificate of title to the vehicle, deletes provi- 
sions in present law that establish sale price for tax purposes on vehicles 
purchased from a seller who is not a retailer as the "book value", and imposes 
retail sales tax on the gross sales price less any allowance given for a motor 
vehicle taken in trade. Requires purchaser of motor vehicle from a seller who

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is not a retailer to certify in writing the sales price of vehicle when applying 
for a certificate of titles makes it a misdemeanor to knowingly make a false 
certification of the sales price. Prohibits Comm'r of Motor Vehicles from 
issuing a certificate of title for a vehicle sold by seller who is not a 
tetailer unless the retail sales tax is paid when the application for title is 
made. Makes conforming changes to GS 105-164.6(3a). Effective July 1, 1984. 


H. 1483 Gasohol refund amendments ; GS. 105 
Introducer: Lilley Sent to Finance 


"Regarding refunds of tax patd on gasohol and other alcohol fuels.” 
Amends provisions of GS 105-436.1(a) (gasoline tax) and GS 105-449.24 (special 
fuels tax) relating to refunds for fuels containing at least 10% ethanol by (1) 
deleting provision that sets annual refund rate at 6¢ per gallon for calendar ~ 
years following 1985 and (2) substituting a provision that such rate is to 
be 6¢ through calendar year 1991 and that the rate for calendar year 1992 is to be 
8.5¢. Amends Sec. 6, Ch. 1187, SL 1979 (second session 1980),.to make clear 
that the expiration of such act (on July 1, 1992) does not extinguish existing 
tax liabilities or rights to refunds mentioned above. Amends Ch. 760 of SL 
1983 by limiting 6¢ refund for alcohol blend fuels produced from agricultural 
or forestry waste products to calendar years 1984 and 1985, and by making clear 
that expiration of act on Dec. 31, 1985 does not extinguish existing tax liability 
or refund rights. 


H 1484 Shoppers’ guides tax exemption GS 105 
Introducer: Lilley Sent to Finance 


"To exempt from sales and use taxes component parts of and sales by 
printers of free ctrculation publtcatitons." Amends GS 105-164.13 to exempt from 
retail sales and use tax (1) sales to commercial printers and publishers of 
paper, ink, and other tangible personal property for use as ingredients of free 
circulation publications, and (2) sales by printers of free circulation publications 
to their publishers. Defines "free circulation publications" to include only 
shoppers’ guides that are published periodically at least once every two weeks\ 
are distributed without charge to recipient, contain advertising of general 
nature, and make space available to all advertisers. Effective July 1, 1984, 
and applicable to sales made on or after that date. 


Hi) L485 Tax laws various changes GS 105 
Introducer: Lilley Sent to Finance 


"Repealing various obsolete tax statutes and making technical corrections 
to the revenue laws." Repeals GS 105-113.65, -449.01, and -449.36 (sections 
dealt with with taxes on inventories of soft drinks, gasoline, and special fuels 
existing as of various dates in the past). Repeals GS 105-130.24 and 105-151,3 
(tax credit for insulation of buildings for 1977 and 1978). Amends GS 105-259 
(provides for secrecy of state revenue information) to clarify that the section 
does not prevent the exchange of information between Dep't of Revenue and Division ~ 
of Motor Vehicles (DMV) when invormation needed by either agency to administer 
laws for which it is responsible. Amends GS 105-449.55 to require Comm'r of 
Motor Vehicles to utilize Highway Patrol and uniformed officers of DMV to assist 
the Dep't of Revenue in enforcing GS Ch. 105, Art. 36B (tax on carriers using fuel 
purchased out of state). 
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H 1486 (Joint Res) Multinationals state tax decried JOINT RES, GS 101 
Introducer: Lilley Sent to Rules 


"Expressing the General Assembly's disapproval and rejection of the 
unttary method of taxation whereby the worldwide earnings of a multinational 
bustness enterprise are subjected to state income tax." As title indicates. 


H 1487 Inventory tax income tax credit GS 105 
Introducer: Lilley Sent to Finance 


"To encourage economie expansion in North Carolina by allowing a 
temporary state income tax credit for part of the amount of property taxes 
patd on tnventories." Adds new GS 105-163.06 to grant a credit against income 
tax for property taxes paid on business inventory. Percentages of such taxes 
allowed as credit are 13% for taxable years beginning between 12/26/83 and 
12/26/84,15% for years beginning between 12/26/84 and 12/26/85, and 17% for years 
beginning between 12/26/85 and 12/26/86. (Present GS 105-163.03 regarding credit 
for inventory tax has different formula for computing credit for manufacturing 
operations; this section would remain in etfect.) Credit is allowed for only 
one year's property taxes. Manufacturing business and poultry and livestock 
business eligible for other income tax credit on inventory tax may claim that 
credit instead of the one provided by bill, but not both. Requires Dep't of 
Commerce to study effect of new tax credit and report to General Assembly by 
March 16, 1987. Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Dec. 26, 1983. 


H 1488 Collection agencies for non-NC tax oor Ley 
Introducer... Libley Sent to Finance 


"Authortzing the Secretary of Revenue to employ collection agencies 
to collect taxes due this state from tax payers located outside the state." 
Amends GS 105-269 to provide that the Secretary of Revenue may, following the 
procedure prescribed in GS 143-49(3) (competitive bidding and other procedures 
for state government contracting), contract for collection of taxes due to NC 
from taxpayers in other states. 


H 1489 House Bill 1489 was introduced yesterday. 


H 1490 Gaston College training funds APPROPRIATION 
a, Introducer: Bumgardner Sent to Appropriations 


"To appropriate funds for a regional services occupational tratning 
eenter at Gaston College." Appropriates $1,600,000 from General Fund to Dep't 
of Community Colleges for fiscal 1984-85 for purpose indicated in title.

Introducer: Barbee Sent to Rules 


"To appotnt persons to vartous publte offices upon the recommenda- 
tion of the Speaker of the House of Representatives."

Summary of 1984-85 State Budget Changes 


On the first day of the 1984 session, bills were introduced in each 
chamber (H 1496 and S 703) which merely re-appropriated for fiscal 1984-85 the 
amounts which had been appropriated for that year in SL 1983, Ch. 761 (the 1983-85 
biennium budget). It was anticipated at the time of introduction that H 1496 and 
S 703 would serve as vehicles for adjusting the 1984-85 budget. 

Today; the House received the report of the joint Appropriations Com- 
mittee in the form of a committee substitute containing most of the adjustments. 
The committee substitute, as amended in the House today, is summarized below. 

Its total appropriations from the General Fund for current operations are approxi- 
mately $4.3 billion, approximately $500 million more than the 1984-85 appropriations 
contained in Ch. 761. Its total appropriations from the General Fund for capital 
improvements are approximately $110 million which is $17 million more. The 
increases are based on a 1983-84 budget surplus and anticipated revenue increases 

of 9.6% over 1983-84. 

Appropriations from the Highway Fund for current operations and capital 
improvements are anticipated to come later in the session.

The only special provision contained in the committee substitute for 
H 1496 directs the State Board of Education to develop pilot career growth 
programs for (1) teachers and (2) principals and other certified school adminis- 
trators. The programs are to provide a series of salary classifications based 
on the individual teacher's or administrator's efforts to increase his profes-— 
sional abilities and his success in doing so. They are to provide for (1) annual 
examinations with peer participation in the reviews (but peers for review of 
teachers must live in another administrative unit), (2) an opportunity for a 
teacher or administrator to correct deficiencies, and (3) dismissal of those 
who cannot or will not perform after ample opportunity to do so. The State 
Board is directed to devise methods and instruments of evaluation to implement 
the above provisions and to report on the progress of implementation to the 
Education Policy Council by Nov. 1, 1984, and to General Assembly within 5 days 
of convening date. The State Board is to implement a final career growth program, 
as approved by the General Assembly, by July 1, 1986. The General Assembly 
declares its intention to make future salary increases for teachers and school . 
administrators contingent on such implementation.

"To revtse and recodtfy Chapter 150A of the General Statutes; to 
provide for proper hearings in administrative cases by establishing the post- 
tions of Chief Administrative Judge and admintstrative judges and for adequate 
judtetal revtew by creating supertor court judgeshtps to spectaltze tn admtnts- 
trative cases; and to establish the North Carolina Regtster for the publtcatton 
of matters relevant to the adoptton or modification of admintstrative rules." 
Reenacts GS Ch. 150A, Administrative Procedure Act (APA), with following funda- 
mental changes, beginning July 1, 1985: (1) transfers duties of Dep't of 
Justice to new Office of Adminstrative Hearings under Sec'y of State; (2) 
removes authority to hear contested cases from agencies and their hearing 
officers and grants that authority to new administrative judges in Office of Admin- 
istrative Hearings; (3) provides for appointment of two additional special 
superior court judges to specialize in review of APA decisions; and (4) provides 
for publication of NC Register giving notice of actions by administrative agencies. 
Declares policy of separation of powers and intent of General Assembly that agency 
responsible for rule making or investigation should not adjudicate rights. 

Retains present Ch. 150A's provisions on rule making with clarifi- 
cation and expansion of exemptions from rule-making requirements (certain 
policies concerning inmates, patients, and students; personnel policies; audit- 
ing and financial settlement guidelines; scientific or engineering standards). 
Specifies that agency may not impose criminal penalty for violation of rule, 
unless that penalty set by legislature, and that agency must have specific dele- 
gation in order to adopt rule interpreting statute.

Establishes procedure to exempt technical 
changes in rules from public hearing requirement. 

Provides that contested cases are to be heard and decided by admin- 
istrative judge rather than by agency's hearing officer, with agency treated 
generally as a party to proceeding rather than as the decision-maker. Adminis- 
trative judges to be employed and supervised by Chief Adminstrative Judge 
appointed by Governor and confirmed by General Assembly. Initial Chief Adminis-— 
trative Judge to be ppointed by Sept. 1, 1984, for term to end July 1, 1993; 
successor to be appointed for eight-year term. Chief to have same salary as 
Court of Appeals judge; other administrative judges paid same as district court 
judges. All must be lawyers. Office of Administrative Hearings placed under 
Sec'y of State but independent of Sec'y in its administrative and quasi-judicial 
powers.

Amendments adopted in Senate 6/27/84 correct several typographical 
errors; exempt people who are certified as public school personnel as of 
July 1, 1984, from new requirements of GS 115C-284 concerning qualifications 
for principal; and apparently make requirement of previous experience as a 
principal mandatory for person to become superintendent, rather than permitting 
person to satisfy State Board that he has equivalent experience (effect of last 
amendment is unclear, but it seems to limit the "equivalent experience" 
provision to a substitution for educational and experience standards set by 
State Board and not as a substitute for serving as a principal). 


H 1652 Public radio sales tax refund (digested in Bulletin No. 8, p. 75) 

Amendment adopted in House 6/27/84 makes tax refunds applicable to 
sales and purchases made on or after Jan. 1, 1983 (original bill, 1984) and 
requires that refund request for 1983 taxes be filed with Sec'y of Revenue 
within 60 days of act's ratification. 


H 1707 School worker retirement options (digested in Bulletin No. 10, p. 94) 
Amendment adopted in House 6/27/84 adds employees of NC State Gov't 
Employees Ass'n and NC State Employees Ass'n to provision of. bill. 


H 1736 Public worker death benefits (digested in Bulletin No. 12, p. 126) 
Committee substitute reported favorably in House 6/27/84 makes benefit 

applicable to employee who died within 180 days of leaving service (previously, 

90 days, but with provisions for coverage for 366 days after leaving service for 

employees on leave for extended illness or having disability retirement allowance). 

Specifies that existing rights of beneficiaries with disability retirement 

allowance not diminished by passage of bill.

The Joint Appropriations Committee reported to the floor of the House 
today a committee substitute to H 80 (one of the original budget bills for the 
1983-84 session, a companion to a Senate bill which eventually passed} containing 
highway fund appropriations for the 1984-85 budget. General Fund appropriations 
for fiscal 1984-85 were contained in the Committee Substitute to H 1496, which 
has already passed the House and Senate, digested in Bulletin No. 11, p. 115.

Special Provisions 


Block Grants 

Allocates $195 million in federal block grants funds, with $133 million 
going to Department of Human Resources, $51 million to Natural Resources and Com- 
munity Development and $11 million to Department of Public Education. Specifies 
that the funds are to be spent in accordance with the plans submitted to the 
1984 session of the General Assembly by the Governor with specified exceptions 
for emotionally disturbed children, for low income energy assistance administra- 
tive costs and for social services administrative costs. 


Human Resources 

Willie M. funds. (1) Requires Dep't of Human Resources to implement first year 
ot prospective unit cost reimbursement system but prohibits Dep't from implementing 
it in future years until legislature reviews its operation; requires Dep't to 
report to legislature by March 1, 1985 on operation of system in 1984-85. (2) 
Requires Dep't of Human Resources and Dep't of Public Education to submit report 
by March 1, 1985 to Governor and General Assembly on progress in serving Willie M. 
class and also submit periodic reports of expenditures to Joint Legislative Comm'n 
on Gov'tmental Operations. (3) Prohibits expenditure of State funds for Willie 
M. class unless specifically appropriated for that purpose. 
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Medicaid. Authorizes Division of Medical Assistance, after Jan. 1, 1985 and 
subject to Governor's approval, to provide Medicaid to married pregnant women 
and to children in two-parent households whose family income meets medically needy 
income criteria. 

ADAP funds. Directs use of $1.46M appropriated in Ch. 971, SL 1983 for 
additional Adult Developmental Activities Program slots specified in bill. 

Aid to Disabled Citizens. Authorizes Dep't of Human Resources to spend up 
to $600,000 of appropriated funds to (1) assist people terminated from Social 
Security (SS) Disability to purchase prescription drugs; (2) establish toll-free 
number to provide information; and (3) establish Disability Task Force to oversee 
SS Disability program. 

Domiciliary care state/local share. Amends Ch. 761, SL 1983, effective 
July 1, 1984, to increase county share from 30 to 50 percent and reduce State share 
from 70% to 50% of payment of the authorized rates for domiciliary care in homes 
for aged and family care homes, including area mental health agency operated 
group homes. 

Sanitary landfills. Amends GS 130A-294(a)(4) to provide that issuance of 
permits for sanitary landfills operated by local gov'ts is exempt from environ- 
mental impact statements required by NC Environmental Policy Act of 1971 and to 
validate permits issued to local gov'ts before July 1, 1984 if no impact state- 
ments were provided. 

Hazardous Waste Site Remedial Fund. Adds new GS 130A-307 to establish fund 
in Dep't of Human Resources to defray expenses incurred by Dep't in developing 
and implementing emergency hazardous waste remedial program and to reimburse 
gov't agency or contractor in developing or implementing program approved by Dep't. 
Fund may not exceed $200,000. Authorizes Sec'y of Human Resources to recover 
abatement costs from responsible parties. 

Local health directors. Amends GS 130A-40 to require that State Personnel 
Comm'n, after consulting with Comm'n for Health Services, must establish quali- 
fications for a local health director which must give equal emphasis to education 
and experience. 

County administer IV-D program. Amends GS 110-141, effective July 1, 1985, 
to require board of county comm'rs to administer or provide for administration 
of IV-D child support program (now, county board may notify Dep't it does not 
want to administer program and Dep't is obligated to administer it). 

Child support enforcement report. Requires Dep't of Human Resources, with 
advice of Administrative Office of Courts and Dep't of Justice, to report to 
House Speaker and Lt. Governor by Mar. 1, 1985 on administration of child support 
enforcement program. Report to include recommendation of uniform method of 
administration in all counties. 

Day-care plan definition. Amends GS 110-86(4) (definition of "day-care 
plan") to provide that despite limitation of less than six children to qualify 
as "day-care plan," day-care plan operator or provider may provide after-school 
care for up to three additional children, who are school age, for not more than 
four after school hours in any one 24 hour period. 

Sup't's report on drug education. Amends GS 115C-81(a) to require Sup't of 
Public Instruction to report to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operation 
at end of each school year on outlines provided for drug education and instruction 
provided by local school boards on subject. 


Highways 
Amtrak train. Allocates $500,000 from Dep't of Transportation funds for 


state's share of operating cost of Amtrak Passenger Service. No other state 
funds may be used for project until service has been in operation for one-year 
and study by Dep't of Transportation has been completed. 
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Community Colleges 


Adds $5.9 million to appropriation for community colleges and directs its 
expenditure among 37 institutions. Specifies that the institutions may use the 
funds allocated for other capital improvements if they deem it appropriate. 
Specifies that $2 million of appropriation in 1983-85 budget bill is to be used 
for Community College Scholarship Fund. 

Adds new GS 115D-40 creating the Community College Scholarship Fund and 
directs State Board of Community Colleges to adopt rules for its administration. 
Purpose is "to provide scholarships for needy residents of North Carolina." 

Adds new GS 115D-5(f£) to provide that no institution may offer a new 
program without approval of State Board unless tuition for the program will fully 
cover the cost of the program and to direct Board to report to Governor, Lt. 
Governor, Speaker, Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations, and 
Advisory Budget Comm'n on all new programs begun during a year and reasons for them. 


University of North Carolina 


Research universities. Directs use of $4.5 million appropriation for support 
to major research universities for lab equipment and renovation, graduate teach- 
ing and research assistants, biotechnology research efforts, and recruitment 
and retention of research and teaching personnel in engineering and science. 

Math and science summer institutes. Directs use of $1.15 million for 
residential summer institutes in math and sciences for talented rising juniors 
and seniors in NC public and private high schools. Locations to be in coastal 
plain, piedmont and mountains. 

NC School of Science and Mathematics. Transfers direction of school to 
UNC Board of Governors. Directs that Board is to ensure, as far as possible with- 
out jeopardizing admission standards, that admission to the school and to the summer 
institutes is to be in equal numbers from each congressional district. Revises 
membership on school's board of trustees by deleting appointments by Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction, science teacher, and math teacher and increasing by 
one members appointed by General Assembly on recommendations of each of Lt. 
Governor and Speaker. 

Nuclear magnetic resonance grant-in-aid. Directs appropriation of $1 million 
to each of Duke University Medical Center and Bowman Grey School of Medicine for 
equipment to be used as research instruments for clinical investigation. 

Military tuition. Adds new GS 116-143.3 to provide that member of armed 
services (and dependent relative) is eligible to be charged in-state tuition rate 
while abiding im the state incident to active military duty. 

\ Aid to private colleges. Increases per-NC-pupil reimbursement rate to NC 
private colleges from $750 to $850. 


State employees. 


State employees receive ten percent salary increase effective July 1, 1984. 


Legislators. Effective with 1985 Regular Session, House Speaker's salary 
is $25,044, Senate President Pro Tempore $12,504, House Speaker Pro Tempore 
$12,504, House and Senate minority leaders and Senate majority leader S102 500% 
Other legislators’ salaries are set at $8,400. 

Governor. Effective Jan. 1, 1985, Governor's salary set at $93,516. 

Council of State. Salaries of all Council of State members are set at 


$55,368. 


Merit pay freeze. Merit pay freeze is continued. 
Law enforcement officers. Contains numerous provisions with respect to 


transfer of state-paid law enforcement officers from Law Enforcement Officer 
Retirement System to Teachers’ and State Employees' System. 
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Natural Resources and Community Development 
Nutrient Sensitive Watershed Project. Provides that participation is to be 


voluntary. Authorizes use of project funds for water quality studies. Estab- 
lishes committee consisting of representatives of Grange, Farm Bureau Federation, 
Dep't of Agriculture, NCSU School of Agriculture and Life Sciences and Ass'n of 
Soil and Water Conservation Districts to review and approve plans for implementing 
agricultural portion of the project. 

Civil works and watershed projects. Details expenditures of $2.9 million 
for seven civil works and six watershed projects. 

Community Action Partnership Act. Adds new Art. 1D to GS Ch. 113 with cited 
title to provide for designation of Community Action Agencies and Limited Purpose 
Agencies "to enable those agencies to effectively mobilize public and private 
resources in order to promote economic self-sufficiency among the poor of the 
State and to expand those services to all political subdivisons of the State." 
Defines types of agencies which Sec'y of NRCD may designate. Agencies desig- 
nated "shall serve as catalyst for the reduction of the causes, conditions, and 
effects of poverty and shall provide social and economic opportunites that foster 
self-sufficiency for low-income persons.'"' Sets out requirements for boards of - 
directors. 


State Treasurer 

Amends GS 147-69.3(f) to provide that the costs of administering investment 
programs apportioned among all affected programs are to be paid from each program 
and deposited with the State Treasurer as a General Fund non-tax revenue and to 
direct that the costs are to be covered by appropriations to the State Treasurer. 
Adds new GS 147-68.1 to make same provisions for banking operations. 


Administration. 

State-owned vehicles. Amends GS 143-341(8)i.7a to revise criteria for 
permanent assignment of state-owned passenger motor vehicles. Amends GS 14-250 
to revise criteria and procedures for Division of Motor Fleet Management of Dep't 
of Administration to grant exemption from requirements concerning identification 
of public ownership of motor vehicles owned by state or county when General 
Assembly is not in session. 

State Building Code. ; 

Application of Building Code. Repeals Section 7 of Ch. 531, SL 1977 
(exempting municipalities and counties of certain populations from requirements 
of act). 

Revenue 

Confidential tax information. Amends GS 105-259 to add employees performing 
computerized date processing functions under GS 143-341(9) for Dep't of 
Revenue to list of Dep't employees prohibited from disclosing confidential 
information from tax reports or returns. 

Refund of income tax. Amends GS 105-267.1 to provide that two-year 
time limit for refund claims for taxes mistakenly paid to state does not 
apply to income tax payable to another state. 

Cultural Resources 

Old Art Museum renovation. Increases amount of money that may be spent 
for Old Art Museum Capital REnovation Project by $1,000,000 with increase 
to be supported with gifts and grants. 








Attorney General 
Consent judgments. Adds new GS 114-2.2 to provide that to be effective against 


state, consent judgment entered into by state, state agency, or state officer 
acting in official capacity must be signed by Attorney General or his designee. 
Amends GS 114-2.1 to provide that consent judgments for payment of tort claims 
bind state only to extent that state's entire obligation under judgment for 
current and future fiscal years can be satisfied with money available for 
current fiscal year, including money that Council of State agrees to allot from 
Contingency and Emergency Fund. 
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Administrative Office of the Courts 

Superior Court clerk salaries. Amends GS 7A-1%1 to change salary schedule 
for superior court clerks and to change measurement of population basis of 
schedule from federal census to population projections by Office of State Budget 
and Management for year preceding first year of each biennial budget. Adds new 
GS 7A-102(c) to direct Adminstrative Officer of the Courts to develop salary 
schedule for assistant and deputy clerks, within designated range. 

Longevity pay for assistant DAs, public defenders, and ass't public defenders. 
Amends GS 7A-65, -465, and -467 to provide that in lieu of merit and other 
increment raises paid to regular state employees, ass‘t DAs, public defenders, 
and ass't public defenders are to receive longevity pay of 4.8% after five years 
of service and 9.6% after 10 years. 








Crime Control and Public Safety 

Deferred prosecution. Adds new GS 143B-475.1 to authorize Dep't of Crime 
Control and Public Safety to conduct a deferred prosecution, community service, 
and volunteer program for youthful and adult offenders and authorizes Sec'y oi 
Crime Control and Public Safety to assign one or more coordinators to each 
judicial district to assure and report to court concerning offender's compliance 
with program. Appropriates $630,000 from General Fund to Dep't for fiscal 
1984-85 to expand program. 

Law enforcement officers. Adds new Art. 12D of GS Ch. 143 to authorize head 
of each principal state dep't to establish rules for selection and retention of 
sworn law enforcement officers to ensure they arephysically, emotionally, and 
intellectually fit (rules may not set mandatory age limit for service in conflict 
with federal law). Also provides for separation allowances for law enforcement 
officers meeting designated criteria based on number of years of creditable 
service. 

State Highway Patrol. Amends GS 20-187.3 to exempt members of State Highway 
Patrol from GS 126-7 (governing performance salary increases for state employees) 
and adds new GS 20-187.3(b) to authorize Sec'y of Crime Control and Public 
Safety to classify salary steps of State Highway Patrol members according to 
rank and seniority within rank. 

Emergency services. Directs NC Medical Care Comm'n to adopt new standards 
for recertification of emergency medical technicians and ambulance attendants. 


Public Education 

Salary increase for certificated public school employees. Increases salary 
of certificated public school employees by giving a salary grade classification 
increase of 4.8% (in addition to 10% salary increase granted to all public school 
employees). 

Competency testing/measurement. Directs State Board of Education (SBE) to 
base changes in testing programs on currently funded annual testing program, to 
purchase tests available on commercial market to evaluate students in grades fe 
6, and 9 in new subject areas, and to include commercial testing material as 
appropriate and cost-effective in future. Directs SBE to use appropriation of 
$1,146,500 in Section 2, Ch. 971 SL 1983 (for development of competency-based 
testing programs) with currently available positions in Dept. of Public instruction 
(DPI). 

Extend employment of science/math teachers. Limits use of funds appropriated 
for summer employment of science and math teachers in grades 9 through 12 to 
employment of science and math teachers who are teaching summer school or who 
are engaged in classroom-related activities. 

Scholarship Loan Fund for Prospective Teachers. Allocates $400,000 of funds 
appropriated to DPI to Scholarship Loan Fund for Prospective Teachers established 
by GS 116-171 to establish 200 scholarships at $2,000 each during 1984-85 school 
year (General Assembly intends to establish 200 new scholarships each year through 
1987-88 until 800 such scholarships have been established). Transfers GS 116-171 
through -174 as GS 115C-468 through -471. 
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Funds to reduce class size. Allocates funds appropriated to Dep't of Public 
Education (DPE) to reduce class size and for reducing teacher/student ratio for 
grades four through six from 1/30 to 1/26. Restricts use of funds to that purpose. 
Directs each local school board to assign teachers to achieve that ratio. Amends 
GS 115C-301(d)(2) to require local school boards to limit teacher/student ratio 
in grades four through six to 1/29. 

Science and math equipment. Allocates $5,446,515 of funds appropriated to 
DPE for science and math equipment. 

Centralized payroll system for public schools. Adds new GS 115C-12(18) to 
direct SBE to develop and implement a centralized payroll system for all state- 
funded public school employees, with payments to be made by electronic funds 
transfer from General Fund to employees' bank accounts. Amends GS 115C-47(21) 
to direct local school boards to furnish SBE will all information necessary to 
ensure prompt monthly payroll payments through centralized system. 

Basic and Vocational Skills Pilot Program. Allocates $2,363,400 of funds 
appropriated to DPE to expand the Basic and Vocational Skills Pilot Program 
enacted in Ch. 340, SL 1983. 

Funds for dropout prevention. Authorizes SBE to use any available federal 
funds to extend dropout prevention efforts into public middle schools through ~ 
programs for early identification and support of high-risk students. 

Job training readiness program. Authorizes SBE to use up to $200,000 of 
Basic and Vocational Skills Program funds appropriated for fiscal 1984-85 to 
match federal Job Training Partnership Act funds for use in job readiness and 
dropout prevention programs. 

Tuition. Amends GS 115C-1 to provide for free tuition for all children 
and for every person less than 19 years old who has not completed a standard 
high school course of study. Adds new statute to authorize local school 
boards to charge tuition to students who reach age of 19 before beginning of 
school year. 

Exceptional children. Allocates $427,740 of funds appropriated to DPE from 
State Aid--exceptional children line item to increase number of students eligible 
for placement in Community Residential Centers. Amends Section 81 of Ch. 761, 

SL 1983 to change funding formula for exceptional children by directing SBE to 
allot funds on basis of eligible weighted headcounts of exceptional children, 
limited by maximum persentages of children in each category of exceptionality 

set out in 16 NCAC)2E.1530(f£)(3) and (4)3 provided that no, local school, unit 

shall receive less money per eligible weighted child than received in fiscal 1983-84. 
Amends GS 115C-109, -124, and -128 to set age limit for children with special 


needs from five through 18 (now, "between the ages of five and 18"). Allocates 
$1,013,009 of funds appropriated to DPE for matching federal vocational educa- 


tion funds for handicapped children in grades 7-12 for school year 1984-85. Directs © 
SBE to establish precise criteria for admission to and exit from special educa- 
tion programs. Directs SBE to notify each local sup't of number of regular 


positions allotted to local units for children with special needs. 

Reserve for average daily membership adjustment. Allocates $6,443,036 of 
funds appropriated to DPE to reserve for average daily membershp (ADM) adjust- 
ment. 

Tort claims funds. Amends GS 143-300.1(c) to require that money to cover | 
vouchers written by Att'y General for claims against school boards for sch 
transportation vehicle accidents be made available from money appropriated to DPI. 

Maintenance supervisor funds. Allocates $2,420,805 in expansion funds appro- 
priated to DPE for fiscal 1984-85 for allotment for maintenance supervision in 
each local school unit.

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Governor's Office/Budget Office 


Housing Finance Agency. From funds appropriated to Office of Governor, 
allocates $1.5 million to general debt service reserve to support issuance of 
additional bonds by Housing Finance Agency (HFA), $2 million to multi-family 
rental assistance fund, and $500,000 to single-family home ownership fund. 
Prohibits HFA from using interest earned on this money for adeintstrative 
purpose without prior approval of General Assembly. 

Energy crisis management. Amends GS 113B-22 to revise Sopcast for 
adopting energy crisis emergency proposals. 

Biotechnology Center. Allocates $1 million of funds appropriated to 
Dep't of Commerce for Biotechnology Center on condition that money may not be 
spent unless matched with $1 million in non-state funds. Allocates $2,955,090 
of funds appropriated to Office of Governor, Office of State Management and 
Budget for nonreverting reserve for UNC Board of Governors to establish bio- 
technology research facilities and programs. 

Reserve for Reduction in Prison Population. Directs withdrawal of $1,465,05& 
from Reserve for Reduction inPrison Population, $964,762 to be deposited in 
General Fund, $477,002 to be allocated to Dep't of Correction for Cleveland County 
Unit's vocational training program for prospective parolees, and $53,294 to be 
used to expand intensive probation team program to Judicial District 19A. 

Pay equity study. Establishes 14-member Pay Equity Advisory Committee 
consisting of designated members of General Assembly to monitor development of 
job evaluation and pa equity study for state classified employees. 

Executive Budget Act revisions. Amends GS 143-4 to change staffing and 
rules for meetings of Advisory Budget Comm'n. Adds new GS 143-4.1 to authorize 
Comm'n to make biennial inspection of state facilities. Rewrites GS 143-12 
(1) and (2) to require Governor to cause preparation and submission to General 
Assembly of following bills: (1) bill with all proposed current operations 
appropriations of budget for each year in ensuing biennium, to be known as 
"Current Operations Appropriations Bill" and bill containing all proposed 
capital appropriations of budget for each year in ensuing biennium, to be known 
as "Capital Improvement Appropriations Bill;'"' and (2) if necessary, a bill 
containing Governor's views on revenue for ensuing biennium, to be known as 
"Budget Revenue Bill,'' which shall provide amount sufficient under appropriations 
bills.

Adds new GS 143-12.1, 115C-423, 115C-426.1, 115D-2, 
115D-58,13, 116-2, 116-36.4, 159-7(b) and 159.17.1 to revise procedure governing 
receipt and use of public vending facility proceeds. 

Federal Revenue Sharing. Allocates $1,233,888 of money available in Revenue 
Sharing Trust Fund to fulfill debt service requirements in fiscal 1984-85. 


General Assembly 
Supplying information. Adds new GS 120-32.01 requiring every State Dep't, 


agency, or institution to furnish the Legislative Administrative Office and 

the Research, Fiscal Research, and Bill Drafting Divisions any information or 
records they request, and except where access is legally prohibited, to give the 
Fiscal Research Division access to any data base or stored information, regardless 
of how maintained or stored. Provides that access to State Personnel Management 
Information System by the Legislative Administrative Office and by Research and 
Bill Drafting Divisions may be only through Fiscal Research Division. 

Meetings of Board of Awards and Council of State. Amends GS 143-34.4 to 
require Legislative Administrative Officer to designate a member of Fiscal 
Research staff and a member of General Research or Bill Drafting staff who may 
attend cited meetings unless Board or Council has voted to exclude them from 
specific meeting, and provides that no final action may be taken while they are 
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so excluded. Requires that Legislative Service Officer and Director of Fiscal 
Research be notified of meetings of the Board or Council or the Adivsory Budget 
Comm'n and that they be provided with reports and information distributed to 
members of those bodies at the same time material is provided to members.

(5) Appropriates $154,076 for 
new assistant district attorneys in districts 2, 12, 17B and 18. (6) Approp- 
riates $765,645 for 53 new deputy clerks of superior court positions. (7) Raises 
subsistence allowance for superior court judges to $6,500 per year from $5,500 
and appropriates $72,000 for the increase. 

(8) Appropriates to AOC $600,000 for equipment for clerk of court 
accounting system upgrading. (9) Appropriates $1.7 million for expansion of 
court computer information system. 

(10) Appropriates to AOC $159,000 for nine new positions including 
Supreme Court Director of Research. 
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(11) Adds new GS 7A-113 to make changes in the kinds of bookkeeping 
and accounting systems equipment employed by a clerk of superior court subject 
to review and approval by Office of State Budget and Management. 

(12) Amends GS 7A-10(c), -18(b), -44(b) and -144(b) to credit 
service on Utilities Comm'n when figuring longevity pay for Supreme Court Justices, 
Court of Appeals judges, and superior court and district court judges. 

(13) Amends GS 7A-10(c), -18(b), -44(b), -144(b), -65(c) and -101 
to add longevity pay of 14.4% after 15 years and 19.2% at 20 years for Supreme 
Court justice, appeals court, superior court and district court judges, district 
attorneys and assistants, and clerks of superior court.
